Swamp of Love differs slightly from earlier 
Yoodoo releases. Guitarist/singer Gerard Van 
Herk says "We draw more directly from tradi- 
tional influences like blues and gospel, but it 
still comes out sounding like Bo Diddley being 
hit by a bus." 

Pressing problems delayed the LP's release, 
forcing the band to play a record Jaunching 
party Sept. 26 and 27 with no record to !aunch.
